I 
T IS estimated that 58,ooo,ooo American citizens will be eligible 
to vote in November. 
Of this number 28,500,000, or about 
49 per cent are women. 
Every man and woman qualified to vote 
should go to the polls, but if this presidential election is like its 
predecessors a little more than halt the men and less than 5o per 
cent of the women will vote. 
Perhaps the issues involved this year 


will get out the vote. 
, 
The women have not taken advantage of their hard-won 
right to vote. 
The extravagant predictions and promises of the 
suffragettes have not been fulfilled. 
Timidity is one reason and 
unfamiliarity “with politics is another. Moreover, a great many 
men think wom en’s place is not at the polls and their wives and 
daughters have not voted out of deference for their opinioa. Are 
wCmen to be expected to become vote-conscious more quickly than 
men, many of whom never will vote though issues and candidates 


come near to them. 
This year the interest is so great and the issues so contro­ 
versial there may be political awakening of surprising propor­ 
tions among the women, as well as among the men.

to be the principal subject of conversation among both sexes this

Since the modern woman thinks about the same as the voter 
of the opposite sex, the women will not vote against the men in 
November, but if there should be a greater awakening among the 
women than among the men the former might be the deciding fac­ 
tor in the Hoover-Smlth election. 


FEWER BABIES DIE 
T 
He infant mortality rate in the cities of the United States last 
year was the lowest in the history of the 
American 
Child 
Health Association and that means the lowest of which there is 
any record. 
The rate for 1927 is given as 64.9 deaths for each 
1,000 births, as compared with 73.7 in 1926 and 100 in 1915. 
These rates are the average for 683 cities in forty states. 
Some of the larger cities have a lower rate than other cities 
of much smaller population, so the old rule that the rate increases 
M the population increas.es no longer holds. 
It is a fact that in 
some rural districts the infant mortality rate is higher than in con­ 
gested urban centers. 
This is accounted for by the lack of or­ 
ganized public health service and maternity education in rural areas. 
In view of the fact that the largest cities have a greater per­ 
centage of foreign population, which is reached and educated in 
maternity lore with much difficulty, their showing, compared with 
the smaller cities, is surprising. 
It would seem to indicate that 
their health services are better organized and much more effec- 


ttvc. 
As a group, the cities of more than 250,000 population, had 
the lowest average rate, 63.1. 
The rate of the cities not in this 
group was 68.1. 
This supports the claim of health authorities 
that child life is purchasable along with general public health. 
The important thing in the 192 7 infant mortality figures is 
the improvement they show generally. 
They prove that the work 
being done in this field is not in vain.

Joseph Penczak. Who Offered

TO RESUME HEARING 
IN PITTSBURGH 


Attorneys For Wilson And 
Vare Plan To Call Many 
In Allegheny County

PHILADELPHIA, July 26.—After 
offering sensational testimony of al­ 
leged corruption in the 1926 election 
here, Joseph J. Penczak, 33, a former 
election registrar and Vare worker in 
the First Ward, was reported missing 
from his home today. 
Penczak’s disclosures were made at 
the hearing on the Vare-Wilson con­ 
tested senatorial election in city hall 
yesterday. Senator Waterman. R., of 
Colorado, who conducted the hearing, 
announced at the close of yesterday’s 
session that it would be resumed in 
Pittsburgh, Aug. 15, and attorneys for 
William B. Wilson, who was defeated 
as the Democratic candidate for the 
U. S. senate by William S. Vare, Re­ 
publican, two years ago, are prepar­ 
ing to summon and question many 
witnesses in Allegheny county. 
Penczak, whose testimony proved 
the sensation of the hearing here, 
said he had been threatened, and is 
believed to be with friends in New 
Jersey, where he was also in seclu­ 
sion last Mondky and Tuesday. 
Says Drinks Were Served. 
James Morrow and Wallace Mes- 
sick, Republican committeemen in 
the Fifth Division of the First Ward, 
where Penczak was a registrar, were 
chiefly implicated in his charges. He 
testified that some “favorable” vot­ 
ers were issued poll tax receipts free 
of charge, that drinks were served 
men at one polling place, that the 
vote was computed hours before the 
polls closed and the ballot boxes 
“stuffed” accordingly afterwards. 
Just before the close of the hear­ 
ing here yesterday Edward Kelly, 
chief counsel for Vare, attempted to 
introduce into the record a letter,' 
dated Oct. 29, 1926, from Vare to 
Thomas F. Watson, chairman of the 
Republican central committee, cau­ 
tioning against “the slightest infrac­ 
tion” of the election laws.

B. Mahany, Washington attorney and 
a member of Wilson's counsel, ob­ 
jected on lack of proof of mailing and 
Senator Waterman refused to admit 
the letter.

Built by Funds. 
In the crash the landing gear was 
broken, the propeller bent back, the 
left wing shattered, the right dam- j 
aged by grazing the cornstalks and j 
the fusil age broken.

NEW YORK, July 26.—Convinced 
that the cities alone can elect Gover­ 
nor Alfred E. Smith to the presidency, 
the Democratic National campaign 
managers have agreed upon a plan to 
center their heaviest fire upon the 
urban population from coast to coast. 
The cities are “wet,” they contain 
more than half the total population 
of the nation, in many states they 
dominate the final result in the elec­ 
toral college—these were the deter­ 
mining factors in the decision of the 
executive committee, a member of 
the committee revealed today. 
In addition, it was explained, Gov­ 
ernor Smith as product, exponent and 
champion of the greatest city of them 
all, can carry a more powerful and 
effective appeal to the urban citizen 
than to the rural voters. 
The country precincts are not to 
be ignored, as is evidenced by Smith’s 
promise to call a national conference 
on agricultural policy prior to inaug­ 
uration, in the event of his election. 
But the fight for the cities is certain 
to be more intensive than the con­ 
test for the countryside. 
Still another factor in the decision 
was the consideration that the bulk 
of the Democratic vote and virtually 
all of the Democratic organization in 
the contested states of the East, Mid­ 
dle-W est and West are centered in 
the larger cities. 
Pursuant to the plan for a “big 
city campaign” chairman Raskob has 
set up in his private office at nation­ 
al headquarters a huge wall map em ­ 


bellished by a confusion of multi­ 
colored tacks. 
Every little tack has 
a meaning of its own—Indicating tha 
percentage of total vote contained In 
the larger cities of the state, the nor­ 
mal efficiency of the Democratic city 
organization, and the past record of 
the city in straight-out wet and dry 
contests. From these tacks, the day- 
to-day strategy of the campaign will 
to a large measure be formulated. 
Never before in history has a di­ 
rect appeal to the cities been made 
a major aspect of presidential cam­ 
paign strategy. 
The move is conso­ 
nant, according to members of the 
executive committee, with the bold 
and aggressive spirit of -the new party 
leadership. 
The ascendancy of the 
cities in wealth, political power and 
general social influence has been one

This second son was the ancestor 
of the present Earl Howe, whose eld­ 
est son and heir is Viscount Curzon,

Many Claimants 
Various claimants to the “Jennens 
Millions” have appeared during the 
last two years. One came from Aus­ 
tralia. In 1909, David Jennings came 
from American and claimed the es­ 
tates. 
He was 74 at the time, and 
although he failed to obtain the prop­ 
erty, he married here, and died five 
years later in Woverhampton Wor- 
house as the result of an accident. 
Now, 400 Jennings are on the war­ 
path. It is said here that they have 
1,000 witnesses ready to sail for Eng­ 
land and the High Courts to give evi­ 
dence. 
The 400 claim that they are 
either direct descendants of the orig­ 
inal William Jennens or his brother.
